I beg to report that Mr. Ito manager of the Dah Kong Cotton 
Mi11 195 Tengyugh Road has again been interviewed regarding the 
arrangements made between him and Cabinet Marcel Darreé in 
respect of houses situated in Lane 2181 Y'poo Road taken over 
by the management of the Dah Kong Mi11 as living quarters for 
their Chinese staff. Mr. Ito stated that the landlords of the 
houses in question were handing over to the management of the 
Deh Kong Mi11 through Cabinet Marcel Darré the sum of $1,500.00 
for repairs to be effected to damaged houses in this alleyway. 
The question of rental has already been settled, every family 
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taking over quarters in this alleyway paying a monthiy rental of 
$8.50 to Cabinet Marcel Darré, who are responsbile for the water 
to be 1aid on to the various houses. The expenses incurred 
through fixing up electric lights is to be borne jointly by the 
two parties concerned. It seems peculiar that Oabinet Marcel

With reference to the attached letter, the undersigned 


and C.D.C.108 proceeded to Lane 2181 Yangtszepoo Road where the 
houses in question are situated. <A perusel of the letter shows 
that it was written by a person with little knowledge of the 
conditions existing in this alleyway e.g. In the first 
paragraph the writer states that Houses No's 125, 7, 9, 31, 335, 
35 and 37 were let to a Chinese tenant on 16/8/38. Houses 
7 and 9 have been completely destroyed by fire some time: ago. 
Prior to the outbreak of hostilities there were 78 houses 
in Lane 2181 Y*poo Road but 17 of these houses have been 
completely destroyed by fire. The houses occupied at present 
are No's 31, 39, 65, 69, 77, 125,127 and 137. The occupants 
of said houses who have been using the premises for the past 
14 days, are employees of the Dah Kong Cotton Mill 195 Tengyueh 
Road, and were instructed to take over the houses by the 
management of said Dah Kong Cotton Mil1. Mr. Ito the manager 
of this mill, was interviewed on 25/8/38 ty the undersigned 
and J.DeS.835 Osano, and he intimted that the question of 
payment of rental for the ocoupied houses would be settled 
with Cabinet Marcel parré within the next few dsys. In due 
ecurse all the houses in this alleyway are expected to we 
osoupied by the Chinese employees of the Dah Kong Cotton Mill.

taking over of the property by the former, had broken down. ; 
Goulbourn was under the impression that the property was being 
teken over by the Japanese without any recompense being made to 


the owners. The undersigned and J.D.S. 83 Gsano accordingly 


proceeded to the Dah Kong Mill, 195 Tengyueh Road and interviewed | 
a Mr. Nakano in the absence of Mr. Ito, the manager who is ill 
at present. Mr. Nakano stated that Mr. Ito wae taking the 
matter up with Cabinet Marcel Darre with a view to paying the 
necessary rental after the property was taken over. The 
contents of the 53 houses concerned including furniture and beds 
are still intact since the former tenants evacuated and are to 
be used by the various tenants taking over the houses.

According to one thought of opinion, it is hoped 
that present relations existing between the Chinese Communist 
Party and General Chiang Kai Shek will gradually deteriorate 
to such a degree that one day they must reach the breaking 
point. Some observers claim to see already manifestations 
of such a tendency and are of the opinion that this develop=

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE PUNISHMENT OF CHINESE TRAITORS 


The Military Affairs Commission has drawn up a set 
of regulations governing the punishment of Chinese traitors 
and has notified the various provincial and municipal 
authorities of the same. 

The regulations are as follows :- 

Article 1. - All cases pertaining to Chinese 
traitors shall be dealt with in accordance with these 
regulations. 3 

Article 2. - (1) Whoever commits any one of the 
following acts by conspiring with or aiding an enemy country 
or its officials and civilians is a Chinese traitor snd 
shall be punished with death :- 

(1) Attempts to conspire with an enemy country in fighting 
against his own country. 

2) Plots to start a riot. 

3) Works for an enemy amy, 

4) Recruits soldiers or other man power for military 
purpose on behalf of an enemy cowmtry. 

(5) Provides, purchases or transports military supplies 
for an enemy army. 

6) Spies on or steals military intelligence or secrets. 

7) Communicates with an enemy amy. 

8) Incites military men, public officers or civilians of 
his own country to violate discipline, abandon their 
duties or conspire with the enemy. 

(9) Allows himself to be incited by offenders under the 
previous items. 

(10) Transports or sells to an enemy country raw materials 
that can be manufactrred into firearms. 

11 )Disturbs the finance of the cowmtry. 

12)Destroys means of commmication. 

13) Attempts to commit acts harmful to his own country 
besides those specified in the foregoing. 

(IZ) Whoever attempts, makes 
preparation or plots to commit any of the offences specified 
in Section 1 of this Articole shall be punished with 
imprisonment for net less than seven years. 

Article 3, - Violators of these regulations 
shall be tried by military organs by court-marti8l. 

Article 4. - Where a sentence is given for an 
offence under these regulations, the case shall forwarded 
te the highest military organ for confimmation, before such 
sentence cm bse executed. Whereas if the case requires 
immediate disposal, request for confirmation of sen ce 
may be made by telegrem or report may be forwarded for 
record in due course after the sentence has been executed. 
In time of war, the Commander for the Enforcement of Martial 
Law, the Commander of the Foroes in the war sone or the 
Commander~in-Chief of the National Armies are mthorised 
to forwerd reports on such cases fer record purposese

ea Wi INTENT TO IN Tt C_ OF CH 


In a mandate issued on September 4, the 
National Government ordered the nullification of the Law 
governing the Punishment of Persons Who Commit Acts with i 
Intent to Injure the Republica of China and promulgated the 
revised text of the law. i 

The Revised Law governing the Punishment of 
Persons Who Cammit acts with Intent to Injure the Republic 
of China is as follows s- 

Article 1. - (I) Whoever commits, with 
intent to injure the Republic of China, any one of the 
following acts shall be punished with death: 

(1) Secretly communicates with an eneny 
country and plots to disturb the public peacee 

(2) Conspires with rebels and plots to 
disturb the public peacée 

(3) Purchases or transports military supplies 
on behalf of an enemy country or rebelde. 

(4) Divulges or transmits political or military 
secrets to an enemy country or rebels. 

(5) Destroys means of communication or 
military basese 

(6) Incites military men to violate discipline, 

| abandon their duties or to conspire with an enemy country or

PROVISIONAL REGULATIONS GOV_iNING THE PUNISHMENT OF 
WHO FOOD ST TO 


In a mandate issued on August 31, the Natianal 
Government promulgated the following Provisional Regulations 
governing the Punishment of Persons who Supply Food Stuffs 
to the Enemyt- 

Article 1. - Whoever supplies food stuffs to the 
enemy shall be dealt with according to these regulations. 

Article 2. - The phrase "food stuffs" referred to 
in these regulations denotes grains, rice, wheat, flour, 
cereals and other produotsg that oan be used for foods 

Article 3. - Whoever auyeaa me food stuffs to the 
enemy troops ghall be puhishable with deaths ; 

Article 4. - Whoever during the period of emergenoy 
Secretly exports food stuffs, whose exportation is 
prohibited, of more than a hundred thousand catties shall 
be considered as supplying food stuffs to the enemy. 

Whoever commits the preceding offence 
but only to the quantity of a hundred thousand catties 
shall be punished with life imprisonment. 

Article 5. - Whoever harbours offenders as specified 
in the preceding two Articles shall be dealt with with the 
same severity as the chief culprit. 

| Article 6. - The food provisions shail be confiscated 
and fines equivalent to the vaiue of the food provisions 
shall be imposed on the offenders specifiad in articles 3 
and 4. In the event of failurs to pay the imposed fines, 
administrative organs in the district conoerned may be 
entrusted to se2l the property of the offender by auction, 
but a repert to such effeot should be submitted to the 
highest military authorities for reocorde 
| article 7. =» Fines will be imposed on persons who 
attempt to commit the offences specified in Articles 3 and 4. 
Article 8. - Whoever attempts or plota to commit 
an offence specified in Article 3 shall be punished with 
imprisonment for not leas than 7 yeargse 

Wheever attempts or plots to commit 

an offence specified in Article 4 azall be punished with 
imprisonment for not less than one year and not more than 
seven yearse 

Articole 9. - Perpetrators of offences specified 
in these regulations shall be tried by official organs 
enjoying military authority whose judgment will become 
effective after having been approved by the Central 
military authorities. In areas where fighting is in 
progress, or during the disruption of traffic or during 
emergency, such cases will be tried by the highest military 
organ in the vicinity, but reports should be submitted 
after the occurrences

On August 24 the National Government 
promulgated for immediate enforcement a set of war-time 
military law immediately following it@ approval by the 
Executive Yuan at its weekly meeting in the morning. 

Drawn up by the Ministry of War, the new code 
consists of 10 articles providing death punishment for:- 

(1) Thoge who disobey orders and desert 
strategic points without any reason thereby causing heavy 
military losses on the Chinese armys 

(2) Those who disobey orders and retreat from 
their assigned posts. 

3) Those who linger behind despite orders to 
advanoe or those who fail to defend designated points 
thereby upsetting military plans and resulting in heavy 
losses on the Chinese forces. 
ts Those who surrender to the enemy. 

5) Those who communicate with the enemy. 

6) Those who deliberately wreck or destroy 
Chinese arms and ammunitions, rations, gunboats, airplanes, 
munition dumps, workshops, aerodromes, dockyards, defence 
works, and communication systems on behalf of the enemy. 

(7) Those who foment mutinies or instigate 
others to rebel. 

(8) Those who disobey orders in face of the 
advance of the enemy. 

(9) Those who spread rumours with the intention 
of breaking down the morale of the army or creating 
disturbances in the rear. 

(10) Those who permit their soldiers to loot or

‘Promulgated at the same time was the following 
set of Regulations for the enforcement of the War-Time

Artiole.™s The War-Time Military Law shall be 
applioable to both civilians and servicemen. 

Article 23 Offenders against the War-Time

Article 3s Offenders against the War-Time

Article 43 All persons who commit offences not 
mentioned in the War-Time Military Law shall be dealt with 
in aocordance with the Criminal Code for the Army, Navy and 
Air Porce.

c) To find shelter for refugees found in the streets. 

a) To assist the Police in preventing creetion of disturbances 
by bed characters. 

The working hours of the Squads shell be from 8 a.m. to 

8 peme3; each Squad shall be divided into certain groups to 

serve in shifts of 4 hours each. 

Two copies of the detailed personal record of each Squad 

member shall be submitted to this Federation. After approval 

an armlet for the purpose of identification shall be issued 

by this Federation jointly with the Council. 

In the event of any difficulty in settling a matter, en- 

Thapection Sqited on duty may revort to this Federation or the 

nearest Police Station for assistance. 


The Squads shall be dissolved when the local condition: returns 


to the normal and the Emergency Order is lifted.

Of the three other traitors executed, two 
were females who acted as spies for the eneny, while the 
remaining one undertook the construotion of defence works 
for the enemy.

THE QUESTION OF EXTRADITION OF TRAITORS FROM FOREIGN

Traitors endanger the nation and they deserve 
death. It is learned that traitorous organizations of 
an importént nature are mostly located in the foreign 
Settlements. Due to the treaties, the Chinese military 
authorities have no jurisdiction in the Settlements. 
Therefore, it is necessary to bring about the extradition 
of traitors if it is desired to deal with them according 
to the military law, 

There is a certain basis in the Rendition 
Agreenents of the foreign Settlements for the extradition 
of treitors in the Settlements to the Chinese authorities, 
yet as a matter of fact, understanding from the foreign 
Councils is still required. 

A few days ago, the Shanghai Martial Law 
Enforcement Commander's Headquarters detailed an officer 
to call on the Settlement authorities in the hope of 
securing practical assistance conoerming the question 
of the extradition of traitors... The step is quite proper. 

Trial by court-martial is not open to the 
public. The accused is prohibi ed from appointing 2 
lawyer to appear for his defence, nor @re the members 
of his family allowed to attend. The judgment by 
courtemértial will become definite after approval hoes 
been secured from the highest military organization. 
Article 4 of the regulations governing the punishment 
of traitors providess "If the case requires immediate 
dispos@l, a report may be forwarded for record in due 
course after the sentence has been executed". For this 
reason, the power of the officers of the military court 
trying traitors is extraordinarily great. Trials of 
traitors must be handled with great vigilance and working 
members investigating such cases and arresting traitors 
must be especially strict, so that no wrong may be done. 
In this wey, extradition of traitors from the foreign 
Settlements can function smoothly.

CO-OPERATION OF THE AUTHORITIES OF THE TWO FOREIGN SETTLEMENTS 


DESIRED IN CONNECTION WITH THE SUPPRESSION OF TRAITORS 


In the interest of the maintenance of public 
peace and order of the local districts, the Shanghai Martial 
Law Enforcement Commander's Headquarters have been most 
energetic in their efforts for the suppression of traitors. 
With a view to bringing about better results in their efforts, 
the Martial Law Entforcement Commander's Headquarters are 
eamestly hoping that the authorities of the two Foreign 
Settlements in Shmghai will extend to them their deepest 
sympathy and most energetic co-operation. To this effect, 
en official of the Martial Law Enforcement Commander's Head- 
quarters yesterday called upon the authorities of the two 
Foreign Settlements wmder instructions of General Yang Hu, 
Commander for the EnfOrcement of Martial Law in Shanghai Area. 

When interviewed by a reporter of the Central 
News Agency, a spokeeman of the Headquarters made the 
following statement s- 

"It is to bring about the maintenance of 
public peace end order in the local districts as well as 
for the purpose of making Shanghai entirely immme from any 
disturbances that this Headquarters have been so energetic 
in the apprehension and suppression of traitors. Itisa 
duty that is incumbent on this Headquarters just as it is 
the duty of the authorities of the Foreign Settlements to 
maintein peace and order within their jurisdiction. 

"This Headquarters have always been in favour 
of any actions adopted by the authorities of the Settlements 
in the interest of the peace and order of the districts under 
their jurisdiction. It is, therefore, ttaken for granted that 
the measures taken by this Headquarters in the suppression of 
traitorous elements will likewise receive favourable comment 
from these authorities. It must be noted that the traitorous 
organizations and activities as well as their plots have 

mos tly been discovered within the precincts of the Settlements, 
It can therefore be presumed that the effects brought about 
vy these elements and organizations upon the maintenance of 
peace ang order in the Foreign Settlements will not be less 
but undoubtedly much more serious than in the case of their 
presence in those districts that are wmder the jurisdict‘on 

of this Headquarters, This is a fact that the Settlemait 
authorities should not overlook inasmuch as the peace and 
order of their districts are concerned, On the contrary, 
they should take rigorous measures for the suppression 

within their jurisdiction of the activities of any traitorous 
organizations, so as to bring about the realization of their 
object in the maintengoe of pease and order. It is the 
opinion of this Headquarters that if the authorities of the 
Foreig Settlements are really sincere in their desire for 

the maintenance of peace end order within their jurisdiction, 
the suppression of traitorous elements within their districts 
is the only measure that will enable them to attain their 
object. It must be noted that what really affocts the 
peace and order of the Foreign Settlements is the disturbing

activities of the traitors; all others are but of secondary 
importance, For this reason, we are of the opinion that 

it is not only for the purpose of preserving good relations 
but also in the interest of their own peace and order that 

the authorities of the Settlements should extend to us (the 
Shanghai Martial Law Enfarcement Commander's Headquarters) 
their strenuous co-operation in our efforts for the appre- 
hension of traitors. It must not be overlooked that such 

& co-operation is not at dil disadvantageous to the authorities 
concemed; it will result in them being able to get rid of 

all causes of disturbances. On the other hand, the arrest 
of traitors by this Headquarters in the districts within the 
jurisdiction of the Settlements is tantamount to &@ co-operation 
extended by the Headquarters to the authorities in the 
suppression of troublesome elements.

REVISED LAW GOVERNING THE PUNISHMENT OF PERSONS WHO COMMIT 
Acts eae INTENT pie) INJURE THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA 

In a mandate issued on September 4, the 
National Government ordered the nullification of the Law 
governing the Punishment of Persons Who Commit Acts with 
Intent to Injure the Republic of China and promulgated the 
revised text of tne law. 

The Revised Law governing the Punishment of 
Pergons Who Canmit Acts with Intent to Injure the Republic 
of China is as follows :- 

Article 1. - (I) Whoever commits, with 
intent to injure the Republic of China, any one of the 
following acts shall be punished with death: 

(1) Secretly communicates with an eneny 
country and plots to disturb the public peacee 

(2) Conspires with rebels and plots to 
disturb the public peaceées 

(3) Purchases or transports military supplies 
on behalf of an enemy country or rebels. 

(4) Divulges or transmits political or military 
secrets to an enemy country or rebels. 

(5) Destroys means of communication or 
military bases. 

(6) Incites military men to violate disoipline, 
abandon their duties or to conspire with an enemy country or 
rebelse 

(7) Incites others to conspire with an enemy 
country or rebels, or to disturb the public peaceée 

(8) Fabricates rumours to incite the public, 
cause sedition among the military men or to disturb the 
public peace. 

(9) Spreads rebellious propaganda by means 
of written or spoken words, drawings, pictures or speeches 
beneficial to an enemy country or rebels. 

(II) Whoever, being incited, 
comits any of the offences specified in the last section 
and surrenders himself shall have his punishment reduced 
or remitted.

During the January 28 hostilities, the Bureau 
of Public Safcty, now kmown as the Shanghai City Government 
Police Bureau, was informed that the warehouse owned by 
Li Ai-tung at No. 51 Ferry Road was full of inflammable 
articles used by the Japanese for the burning of houses. 
However, as a result of enquiries conducted by the 
Bureau, no concrete evidence to support this information 
was obtained, and consequently the matter was dropped 
and Li was not arrested. + 

Recently ever, Li Hang-sung ( ¥ .% rf ) 
and Li Zang-wei ( oF }, two younger brothers of Li 
Ai-tung, approached the Woosung-Shanghai Martial Law 
Enforcement Commander's Headquarters and made a secret 
report to the effect that their brother Li Ai-tung had 
willingly acted 4s a traitor and had supplied foodstuffs, 
etc. to the enemy. 

Acting on this information, General Yang Huy 
Commander of the Headoguarters, ordered Liu Kwang -chung 
( a e )» Deputy Chief of the Detective Soued of the 
Police Bureau, to effect the arrest of Li Ai-tung.

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Acting upon these instructions, the said 
police officer, in company with Li Fang-sung ¢ zt \* 
a detective of the Squad, and Sung Hung-feng (jf 2 ), 
supervisor cof the 12th hospital for the accommodation of 
wounded soldiers, proceeded to the home of Li Ai-tung at 
about 2 pem.e September 7 in an official car_Ng. 749 of 
the Bureau, with chauffeur Oung Siao-lai (45 He ) at 
the wheel. Due to lack of knowledge of any official 
procedure on the part of the police official in question, 
the payty arrests Li Ai-tung together with his son Li Hung- 
nyi ( $35 4 ) without giving any notification to the 
Settlement police. Unexpectedly, however, when the car 
Was proceeding past the corner of Route Ghisi and Route 
de Zikawei, French Concession, Li Ai-tung suddently shouted 
loudly for help. Consequently, the car was stopped by 
the French Police and the whole partywas then brought to 
the French Police Statione Later the Crime Branch 
Headquarters of the Settlement Police was informed:-for 
their extradition. 
It must be noted that this irregularity on 
the part of the Chinese police officials was simply due 
to their failure to comply with the proper procedure. 
Unexpectedly, however, the four public officers of the 
Chinese Police were ail detained by C.DeIe Prince gf the 
Crime Branch Headquarters of the Settlement Police and 
were arraigned before the Shanghai First Special District 
Court on the morning of September 8 on a charge of 
offences of kidnapping for ransom under Article 347 of 
the Chinese CrimirAl Code.

A ¥. ‘” ) yesterday, September 8, when the accused, after 
outlining the circumstances of the events, submitted to 
the Court the order of General Yang Hu for the arrest of 
Li Ai-tung in support of their statement. Meanwhile, Hsu 
Pang-fei Cit witbb® ) and Yang Feng-chi (4% L4G ), two 
deputy chiefs of ‘the Detective Squad of the Martial Law 
Enforcement Headguarters, also appeared at the Court and 
stated that the informers against the traitorous activities 
of Li Ai-tung were at present remaining at the Headquarters 
for interrogation together with Li Ai-tung, whose 
extradition to the Headquarters was, therefore, requested 
80 as to facilitate examination. 
4s The hunioipal Advocate, Mr. Wang Yao-dong 
(24 ‘E ), likewise stated that as the various accused 
made this arrest under instructions, therefore though there 
appeared some irregularity in the procedure of the execution 
of their duties, this constituted only a question of 
administration, for which proper negotiations could be opened. 
He further stated that for this reason, it was quite evident 
that the charge against them :nder Article 347 could not 
stand because there was an absence of conerete evidence 
of kidnapping for ransom. The Municipal Advocate also 
steted that it was up to the Court to decide whether or not 
the actions of the accused could be regarded as an offence 
of restraint of personal liberty. In conclusion, the 
Municipal Advocate said: "As Li-Ai-tung is suspected as a 
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traitor and his extradition is requested by the Shanghai 
Martial Law Enforcement Headquarters, then in compliance 
with the proper legal procedure it is incumbent on the 
Court to order the detention of Li Ai-tung and to hand 
him over to the Second Branch of the Kiangsu High Court 
for a decision as to whether or not his extradition can 
be granted.* 

Consequently, the Court gave a decision of 
“Not Guilty” witr regard to the four accused, Liu Kwang- 
chung, Oung Siao-lai, Sung Hung-feng and Li Fang-sung, 
and ordered that Li Ai-tung be detained pending his handing 
over to the Second Branch of the Kiangsu High Court for 
a decision.

Station for investigation, while the dish was carried 
away for analysis.

Further enquiries have been mads regarding the 
Young Chinese Salvation Society which is alleged to be 
lcsated at 11 Peace Terrace, Avenue Joffre, but no 
information has been obtained to throw light on the 
matter, nor have any further activities of this Society 
come to the notice of this Branch. 

It has been ascertained that the block of houses 
located in the Peace Terrace, Avenue Joffre actually 
belong to Mr. Dsung Pah Ch&o (Bp 4 He ), Manager of 
the Wing Tai Vo Tobacco Corporation, Shanghai, 
Distributing Agent for the Yee Tsoong Tobacco Company 
and the particular house, MNo.1l of the Terrace, where 
this Society is alleged to be situated is occupied by 
Mr. Dzung Pah-chao's nephew named Dzung Shou~ling 
Ce Ge) alias Dzung Doong-tsung (By | A~ )s 
and his family. The household of Dzung Shou-ling 
at 11 Peace Terrace consists of the following t-

Dsung's three sons aged between 11 and 15; 

Dzung's unmarried daughter named Zuan-ching, age 25; 

Dzung's son-in-law named Loo Ji-siang yy 3 Hh AW Js 
age 23 and his wife, age 25, and two sons. 
Mr. Loo recently came to Shanghai from 
Hongkong where his parents are still 
residing and is very well off. 
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Mrs. Dzung's brother named Chen Chi-hang (BEF ys 
age 48, and his son, 10 years of age. Mr. chen 
has retired from service with the Wing Tai vo 
Tobacco Corporation. 

Mr. Dzung's brother named Dzung Ching-mur, age 34. 

Mr. Dzung Shou-ling has been a salesman of the 
Wing Tai Vo Corporation for a number of years, and is a 
very quiet gentleman. His name does not appear on the 
record of the Special Branch and there is nothing known 
against him nor other members of his family. His brother, 
who is working in the same firm, also appears to be @ 
law-abiding citizen. 

All these facts are confirmed by Mr. Cheng Jen-chih 
(4 i> VE ), Secretary of the Wing Tai vo Tobacco 


Corporation, Shangha*. 
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{ The Young Chinese Salvation Society is unknown 
to the Special Branch. The title can be translated in 
several different ways from Chinese and it is rather 
difficult to decide the exact status of an organization 
when only its English translation is available.

It is claimed 
thet this Chong Nyi Co. which hes no office, is owned jointly 
by a number of Chinese employees of Mustard & Cow and one 
nemed Dzung Tei wu (JO) Fee ), who is believed to be engaged 
by 9 certain cigarette company. The latter nemed is the 
brother of Dzune Doong- teung (MPA), the occunant of 
the house in question, and owing to the close connection, 
Dzung Doong-tsung is exempt from peying vent for the house.

The signature at the end of the latter appears 
to be Y.L. Chang which may be one Chang Yui-liang( SRPEE ), 
who was a Standing Committee member of the Youth's National 
Salvation Service Group, one of the organizations mentioned 
above. OGhang Yui Liang was General Secretary of China

Further enquiries ere still proceeding. 
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The attached letter dated November 27, 1937, 
from the Shanghai Young Vriters' National Salvation Propaganda 
Group intimates that the Group is now quartered in the 
Kuomintang Office at Chung San Hsien, Kwangtung, and that the 
Commander of the Group, Mr. Siao Chien-ching Lae ee had 
not absconded as reported in the shanzhai press. Also that 
if this report had been circulated by ex-members of the Group 
still in Shanghai, they were operating without authority 
from the headquarters of the Group. 

With a view to elucidating the contents of the 
letter, Mr. Chu Ta-chun CR K. 4S), Manager of the Dah Yah 
( ML ) Bookstore, 10/12 Yung Chih Li, Weihaiwei Road, and

iwere interviewed. According to them, the Group was 
dissolved in the middle of November following the withdrawal 
of the Chinese forces from Shanghai, and the ex-members are 
no longer active in Shanghai with the national salv..tion 
movement. 

Messrs Chu and Liu further explained that before 
the dissolution of the Group, a number of members, totalling 
12, suggested that all remaining funds of the Group should 
be turned over to local refugee relief organizations. 
Altogether the Group, during its existence in Shanghai, 
obtained about $600, 30% being raised by public donations 
and 70% through the sale of publications bearing on first aid 


and national salvation work. When expenses had been 
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deducted, it was estimated that $300 would be left, but 


Mr. Siao Chien-ching, Commander of the Group, who handled the 
money and accounts, objected to the dissolution of the 

Group and later secretly left with two other members for 

an unknown destination, taking with him the money and accounts 
of the Group. 

Attached is the translation of an article 
appearing in the Evening Edition of the Da Kung Pao (now 
defunct) dated November 15, 1937, referring to the story of 
Commander Siao absconding with the funds of the Group. 

As regards the last purt of the article to the effect that 
the Group intended reporting the misappropriation to the 
police with a view to prosecuting Siao, Messrs Chu and Liu, 
who are believed to be the persons responsible for the 


article, stated that they had not resorted to such action.

Methods for the detection of traitors in foreign 
settlements by the Detection Section of the Youths’ 
National Salvation Troup. 


Visregardine the existence of the nation, Chinese traitors 
have done mich herm at the front and in the rear, They are 
the enemies of China, @nd should be exterminated. When you 
suspect 2 man on the street of being a traitor, you mst exercise 
greet care in watching him. If you are in Chinese controlled 
,territorv, the question of searching the suspected man is 
tleasily soived. But if you are in the French Concession or 
the International Settlement, your attempt to search the man 
will certainly be frustrated by the autnorities of tne 
foreign settlements. You may even lose your own freedom. 
We must, therefore, employ the follcewing methods. When you 
suspect 2 man of being a traitor, agen to him in a gentle 
maniers "Friend, we are brethren. f we find a man behaving 
suspiciously, ought we to ask the men to submit to a search?" 
The man will reply: "Certainly." Theh you continue, “If 
& person accuses you of being a treitor, are you willing to 
submit to a search?” If the man replies in the affirmative, 
you must talk to him like this, "Friend, please go to a 
nearby alleyway or to @ private house (when going to a private 
house, you should explain the purpose of your visit to the 
owner), because if the search is to be carried out on the 
street, we may be interfered with by the police." A man 
who is willing to submit to search is not really 2 traitor. 
When you find a suspected man who is not willing to submit to 
a search, you can ask a pedestrian who is strong OR lithe 
boyscout who happengs to pass by to help you. Any pedestrian 
“WHO fs patriotic will certainly help you. Then you mest 
follow the man, with the assistance of the pedestrian or the 
boyscout. When you see the man soing into a house, one of 
you mist go into the house too, leaving the other to keep 
watch outside. If the inmates of the house help the man in 
doing you harm, the man standing guard outside musi report 
to a superior organ by telephone, when representetives of 
the organ will be sent to help him out of his difficulty. 


Necessary iuformetion for detection work 


1) Members of this section mst watch the activities of traitors, 
ronins and spies. 


2) Places where detection work is to be carried out include tea 
houses, restaurants, markets, cinem@és, official organs and 
congested alleyways.

Regulations of the Youths’ National Salvation 
Bervice Group 


1. The name of this Group is the Youthe’ National Salvation 
Service Graup. 

2. The object of this Group is to enlist all youths engaged 
in various walks of life in war time service and to organise 
the people behind the front lines for national salvation 
work in order to obtain the freeda@m and emancipation of 
the Chinese Race. 

3. Any youth, irrespective of sex or creed, who desirea to 
offer his or her service to national salvation, may become 
a member on the recommendation of two or more members, or 
on the certification of a person of satanding and upon 
approval by the executive committee. Members are required 
to obey the regulations of the Group and observe any 
resolutiona passed by the organization. They are entitled 
to vote at the election of officers, Any wember who has 
violated the regulations of the Group or has done anything 
detrimental to the reputation. of the organization can be 
expelled by the executive committee, 

4. The highest authorities of the Group is the general meeting 
of reprenentatives of members, and the functions of the 
meeting will consiat of passing resolutions, deciding upon 
the policy of the Group, electing or impesohing members of 
the executive committee, axunting excets on work performed 
and the financial state of the Group. An executive oemittee 
of 21 persone will be elected at a general meeting ot ‘ 
representatives of members, A standing oranainnd of) pereois.

A leader to act for the oer Lal ‘te. pe: 
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charge seven sections, namely, secretaviat, organization, 
propaganda, training, contribution canvassing, military 
affaire, first aid and detection.

Leading residents who are 
in sympathy with the object of the Gr 1p will be invited to 
become its advisors. 

5. The tenure of office of tne leader of the Group and members 
of the executive committee is one year, but they are eligible 
for re-election.

1) The object of this group is to serve the nation, to 
strengthen national defence, «nd to rouse the people to 
netional salvetion. 


2) Young people of both. sexes and of any creed who are willing 
to do national salvation work may join this group (when 
applying, fill in applicetion forms with real names, 
addresses and what you are skilled in). An initiation fee 
of ten cents must be paid. 


3) This group will pledge itself to the observance of the 
orders of the highest government authorities in dealing 
with foreign aggression, and will be required to submit 
to the supervision of the party and civil authorities. 


4) Members of this group must observe discipline, and must not 
do anything outwith the principaes of national salvation 
or contrary to the Three Principles of the Peoples 


5) Members of this group are entitled to vote, and to see 
the work of the executive officers. They are entitled to 
read all periodicals provided by the group. They must 
observe the regulations of the group and listen to the 
advice of the executive officers.

(Those who cannot fill in the forms may 
be represented by the steff of the registration offices to do 
80, but they must sign their names or marks on the forms). 

“(b) They must produce for examination documents 
of identification (such as badges, pass-books, certificates 
or membership cards of labour unions. In the event of the 
loss of such documents, they must produce reliable shop or 
individual guarantees to prove them). 

"(4) Registration certificates will be issued 
by this Committee when the registration forms have been 
examined and found by thie Committee to be correct. 

“(5) Holders of registration certifioates will 
be given relief or recommended for work by this Committee. 

"(6) This Committee may, at its own discretion, 
undertake the registration or limit the number of unemployed 
workers to be registered. 

“(7) No registration fee or other charges will 
be levied by this Committee for registration.

REGISTRATION OF UNEMPLOYED WORKERS IN SHANGHAI 


Ne less than 400,000 workers have been thrown 
out of employment since the outbreak of the hostilities in 
Shanghai. In conjunction with the leaders of the General 
Iabour Union, the district authorities have organized a 
"Shanghai Unemployed Workers Relief Committee" to undertake 
various works for the welfare of the unemployed workers. 

In an interview with our reporter, an official 
of the local General Labour Union has given out the following 
information :~ 

"Prior to the hostilities, the Géneral Labour 
Union had a membership of about 300,000 workers. There 
were another 300,000 workers who were not members of the 
Unione Following the outbreak of the war, about 200,000 
workers left for their respective homes. Of these remaining 
in Shanghai, the majority are now putting up with their 
relatives or friends, while a number of them are either 
staying in refugee camps or in small lodging houses. 
Fortunately, due to the efforts of the distriot authorities 
no untoward incident has occurred. 

“The Relief Committee is now considering the 
registration of unemployed workers and financial problems. 
The district authorities have promised that the government 
will make up the deficiency if the funds that are going 
to be raised are insufficient to meet the needs. AS 
regards the registration of unemployed workers, the Relief 
Committee will secure permission from the authorities of 
the foreign Settlements for the establishment of registration 
offices in these areas in order to assist those unemployed 
workers residing in the foreign Settlements. As soon as 
they have registered, the unemployed workers will be provided 
with clothing and accommodation by the Relief Committee which 
will also endeavour to recommend them for employment either 
in SBanghei or in inland places. The registration will be 
conducted in several stages. It is contemplated to register 
10,000 workers for the first batoh. Those who wiah to 
register themselves should preferably be workers of the 
poorer class. The Relief Committee is now canvassing for 
public subscriptions and the result so far is quite 
satisfactory.”

Chinese officials and Jeaders of the 
Shanghai General Labour Union 
have organized the Shanghai Jobless 
Workers Relief Committee for the 
purpose of carrying out effective 
relief measures for nearly 400,000 
workers thrown out of work ss a 
result of the hostilities. The ques- 
tion is receiving serious attention of 
those interested in labour problems 
and 10 registration depots are being 
established for the purpose of mak- 
ing a statistical study of the condi- 
tions among destitute workers. 

Interviewed by 8 representative 
of “The Shanghai Times.” several 
leaders of the Shanghai General 
Labour Union showed great intercst 
in the problem which, they said, they 
thought was in keeping with their 
policy of giving relief to workers 
because most of the’ male refugees 
are workers. Prior to the war there 
were 300,000 union workers and 
about the same number of non- 
union workers in Shanghai. About 
200,000 workers have left Shanghai 
for their native districts. 

.While many unemployed workers 
jn Shanghai are remaining in re- 
fugee camps most of them are in 
homes of relatives and friends 
and are living ir a hand to mouth 
manner. A small number who have 
savings live in small hotels. Thanks 
to the efforts of civic leaders and 
officials these workers have not 
created any trouble. About 100,000 
who formerly worked in Japanese 


-cotton mills in the Yangtzepoo dis- 


trict are receiving special care, since 
local Chinese authorities have re- 
pectedly declared that they would 
pay particular attention to skilled 
workers. . 
Systematic Relief Plan 

Before aarrying out any systematic 
relief plan. the committee has de- 
cided to register workets first, at the 
same time tackling the financial 
problem, In connection with the 


latter question, it was stated that 
the Government might be petitioned 
for funds if money raised by philan- 
thropists here should prove in- 
sufficient. In connection with the 
establishment of registration offices 
permission will be secured from the 
French Concession and Settlement 
authorities, where most of the work- 
ers stay. 

At the time of registration all 
workers must show badges or docu- 
mentary proofs from their respective 
unions. After obtaining registration 
cards the workers will be given food 
tna shelter by the committee, which 
will also undertake to introduce 
tiem to work in factories in Shang- 
hai or the interior. Registration 
will be carried out in several 
periods. It is planned that during 
the first period only 10,000 workers 
will be registered. Those workers 
who register must be destitute 
persons. 

According to Mr. Chu Hsueh- 
fang, chairman of the Shanghai 
General Labour Union, the large- 
scale philanthropic work being done 
by officials and union leaders in- 
dicates well that the Chinese veople 
are determined to put up a pro- 
longed resistance against the Japan- 
ese. Other leaders who are on or 
supporting the committee are Messrs. 
‘Tao Peh-chuan, Tung Hsing-pei, 
Pang Kung-chan, Du _ Yueh-sen, 
Wang Hsiao-lai and Lu Ching-shih.

1937, und interviewed Mr. Ling Chien-hang Ae fip a staff 
employee of the company, who in the absence of the owner, 

was in charge of the firm. He produced on request all 
accounts in respect of sales of greeting cards (known as 

Sample No.60), similar to the attached specimen, during the 


past two months. Mr. Ling stated thattowards the end of 


November, salesmen ot the firm distributed sample sets of 
Lipdese cards among local printing shops, who in turn exhibited 
the cards for sale, fulfilling all orders by direct cash 
purchase from the Zuan Hwa Card-making Company. Mr. Ling 
stated that there was no account book recording these 
transactions as they had all been in the nature of cash sales, 
in respect of which the company did not maké a practice of 
recording the buyers' particulars. The only records kept 

by the firm regarding cash sales of the cards in question are

Enquiries among the shop assistants of the firm regarding 
the possibility of identifying any or all of the purchasers 
of the cards proved a failure as in each case, they claimed 
to have paid little attention to the customers, who were 
unknown to them. 

Mr. Ling further stated that the firm had not received 
an order for additional printing on the cards and hae no 
knowledge as tofhe shop responsible for the printing of
